All illustrations are grouped by States in the same alphabetical order as in 
Volume I. In the case of Bangahal, Bashahr, Bhadrawah, Bhadu, Bhau, Chanehni, 
Dalpatpur, Jaswan, Kotla, Kutlehr, Lakhanpur, Punch, Samba and Tirikot no minia¬ 
ture paintings executed in these States have so far come to light. No illustrations 
of paintings from these areas have therefore been included. 

As in Volume I, names of States are used to indicate the former feudal areas in 
which individual pictures are considered to have been painted.
